Crowds Hit Record 


In Wild Good-by to Old Year 


NEW YORE, Jan. 5.—Broedway cele- 
brated the New Year with ono of tho 
most tremendous exhibitions in its his- 
tory. In number of people tbrongink 
theaters. night clubs, hotels and side- 
walks it outdid anything the streot has 
seen since the Armistico, going far abovo 
even the best of the pre-depression 
celebrations. Literally millions of peo- 
Plo gutted Times Square at midnight, 
with traffie in all directions forced to 
halt bocauso the throngs filled the road- 
ways, and with the more than 1.200 
policemen called out for the occasion 
falling over thomselves in efforts to hold 
їп the mob. So great was tbe crowd 
that an effort was made to keep all 
southbound pedeatrians on the west side 
of tho square and northbound on the 
enst, but it was for the most part un- 
successful. 

Hotels and cabarets were jammed, with 
the majority of dining and dance spots 
reporting not only capacity but crowds 
that bent all previous records. Hotel 
prices ran from $6 to $25 cover, while 
the night spote—no less than 725 of 
them took out special all-night liconses 
—charged anywhoro from $5 to $30. 

The Astor, with 6.000 people, reported 
“the greatest night in our history."

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—The appeal to 
the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion азмаз the practico of freo broad- 
casts of radio shows, sent to Washington 
several weeks ngo by tho Legit Code Au- 
thority, received a sctbnok this week 
when tho Commission announced that 
the question was outside its jurisdiction, 
Tho Authority, fcellng that the Com- 
mission missed the central point of tho 
plea, will sond another appeal this week, 
thru Dr. Henry Moakowltz, ita vice- 
chairman, 

Fecling that the presentation of radio 
brondcasts in theaters with no admis- 
sion charge was unfair competition has 
long been held in both legit and pix 
circles, but the question was brought 
to & head with tho recent tour of the 
Standard ОП free show. Despite the 
compromise reached on that venture, 
the Legit CA feit that it would serve as 
an cxeclient example of what the radio 
practice might do to nliled amusement 
flelds, and uscd it ns the basis for its 
plea to the Commission. The complaint, 
bowever, was not against tho BO show 
in particular, It was on attempt to 
bring to the Commission's attention the 
competition offered by the free broad- 
casts that take place nightly on Broed- 
way. The Film Code Authority adopted 
а similar resolution, 

Tho Commission in its reply, however, 
indiented thas it had only the Standard 
Oll show in mind. “It does not appear." 
sata the communication, "that the Com- 
mission has jurisdiction, . . ; The Com- 
mission cannot censor tho programs of 
any stetion.” 

The Code Authority, thru Dr. Molko- 
witz. wil now call the Commision's 
attention to thc fact that relict is sought 
from the entire policy of freo brond- 
casts, felt by legit nnd pix fields to be 
unfalr competition, 

The proposed committee to ba made 
up of members of the legit, radio and 
pix codes, which was set up because of 
this problem, is still to be heard from 
in the matter. When pix and legit re- 
ferred the question to the Radio Code 
Authority the latter said that a survey 
of the situation would be made, and 





that any future action would bo based 
thereon, No survey report has ns yet 
been released.

Loew’s, Inc., who discusses 
interestingly and with rare sym- 
pathy the status of the theater 
manager in his organization We 
take issue with Charley Mosko- 
witz on only one point. He states 
that in our article on theater man- 
agers several issues ago we im- 
plied that we would like to sec a 
lot of the older managers dis- 
charged to make way for the 
younger, high-pressure boys. 


Mr. Moskowitz is wrong. We 
did not mean to imply this, and 
as we re-read what we wrote we 
are pretty much convinced that it 
would be difficult to get that im- 
pression from our article. But 
“CCM” is a bug for performing 
difficult things. He is one of the 
most successful theater operators 
in the country today. He rules 
over the destinies of Loew's 
house exccutives with a firmness 
that spells success for his circuit 
and with a human understanding 
that has made it possible for Loew 
to defy all other circuits to match 
the loyalty and length of service 
of its employees.

OUR article on motion pic- 
ture theater managers is in- 
teresting. In a large meas- 

ure, your viewpoint is much like 
that of the Loew Circuit, espe- 
cially your statement emphasizing 
the importance of the manager as 
an individual, rather than asa rub- 
ber-stamp figurehead.

Gary Off FCC; Non-Profit Report 
Completed, Broadcasters Believe 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The not un- 
expected resignation of Hampeon Gary 
from the Federal Communications Com- 
mission to take another government 
post gave rise to considerable specula- 
tion on the status of the FCC's report 
on the non-profit program time alloca- 
tion which is to be submitted to Con- 
gress not later than Februnry 2. Gary 
is considered a friend of the broad- 
caster and his aid was valucd greatly 
by the brondcasters, particularly in re- 
gard to а favornble report anent the 
educational program situntion. 

It is the consensus of opmion, how- 
ever, that the fact Gary His been taxon 
off the FCC means that the report in 
question has been comploted and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt believes Guty has ful- 
filled his job with the FCC, and can 
be used to advantage cleewhere und at 
the same time switch «nother deserv- 
ing man into the job. 

As to the status of the non-profit 
allocation. the proponenta of which 
seek an out and out 25 per cent of all 
possible broadeast time. the majority 
of the broadcasters feel] that nothing 


untoward will happen. Congress, they 
feel. will be convineed that the best 
method is the one now in use, that of 
friendly co-operation whenever such 
time is needed for especin) occasions 
and the numerous educational fentures 
now on the air. The high average 
proven at the recent hearings on the 
question ought to let the matter re- 
main sfatus quo in the opinion of most 
broadcasters. 

Radio believes that it presented an 
excellent case nt the héarings, submitt- 
ing militons of words in eupport of its 
stand that it was already contributing 
about as much time to educational fea- 
tures as Congress sought at its last ecs- 
sion whon it ereated the new Commu- 
nications Commission in place of the 
old Federal Radio Commission and made 
it mandatory upon the new body to 
look into the matter of a straight allo- 
cation of time for purely edücationar

Except for а ата! class of box-offiee 
“names,” thc average act has no set 
salary, despite the list of new sulartes 
compiiod by the circuita the summer of 
1933. At that time the major booking 
ofces had combined to cut salaries 25 
per cent and up. The cut, ordered in 
March of that sesr, Was originally got 
foc eight weeks, Then it war extended 
to Septembey 1. The cuts were naver re- 
stored, of course. Sinco thon acts have 
been theoretically working under tho 
revised selary list. 

New acts and the competition by the 
bookors for Ъ.-0. "names" have finally 
broken down the pact and. so far ns ia 
known. the secret salary-cutting com- 
mittee has not met officially the past 
15 months. As conditione are now, the 
b.-o. “names” usually gct big dough and 
percentage deals, but the old-time 
standard “cts have bron forced down to 
a code minimum wage level, or ncar it 
Prom a salary angle, puro entertainment 
value does not affect salories half as 
much as it once did. 

Bookers complain that with Salary 
standards so chaotic, vaude booking is 
now a series of battles. Each booking 
usually means а лр with the agent, 
and the agent. іп turn, usually han to 
spend plenty of time arguing with hia 
act. One indie bookcr complains that 
because of tmall buditets and the need 
for so much haggling. It takes him 10 
to 30 minutes to book a Pingle nct.

Ticket Broker Injunction 
To Be Applied for Shortly

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—The long-threatened injunetion of the ticket brokers 
against the ticket provisions of the Legit Code will be applied for cariy next 
week, according to Charles Abrams, counsel for the Theater Ticket Drokera' Asso- 
ciation. whose members are at present signing s comp!aint to be presented with 


the application for injunction. 


charges an allegation that, since the 
ticket provisions went Into effect. neither 
managers nor licensed brokera are Uving 
up to them. Unlicensed brokers still 
manage to got a supply of ducats, Abrams 
says, inferring thst tbe only difference 
now is that the transactions are carried 
on secretly. 


Definite charges, !t із understood, will 
be made against ono management, which, 
1t fa alleged. 1s simply withholding tickets 
from АП ageneies in order to give them 
to one which is favored. Abrams ts pro- 
paring a damage sult against this firm. 

The Code Autbority's committee on 
the ticket question, meanwhile. 18 pre- 
paring а report to be prseented to the CA 
at its mocting January 16. Brock Pem- 
berton. chairman of the ticket com- 
mittee. and Dr. Henry Moskowitz, vice- 
chairman of the CA, both welcomed the 
definite cecision that the brokers’ ap- 
plieatiom for injunction would bring 
about, '"The quicker we know the legality 
of the ticket provisions,” sald Dr. Mos- 
kowitz, "the better. The injunction will 
serve to clorify the entire situation.” 

Another group of ticket agents, Identi- 
fied with neither the Code Authority nor 
tbe Theater Ticket Brokers’ Association. 
announced this week, thru their countet, 
Bernard H. Sandler. tbat they had def- 
inite word that an attempt would be 
made by the Code Authority to cut the 
number of licensed brokers to а bare half 
dozen. Sandler claimed that a survey 
now under way would rejult in a recom- 
mendation that such a step bc taken 
and that he would fight to Une up brok- 
ers of ап groups against such а move.

If it continues we may find ourselves 
witb the basis of un Amorican theater—in subject matter anyhow 1f not in acting 
technique or public interest. 

No less thon cight dramas have been produced thus far this senson which hare 
to do witb one phase or another of Amer/ean history or life. Even in the dear 
dead days, when many more plays were produced. it fg doubtful that more than 
eight such dramas were offered in any one year. The elght this s*eson include 
The Farmer Takes a Wife. in which the Erio Cana! 15 both plot and hero; Jayhatwker, 
а saity character study Of Civil War days, which went Unfortunately haywire in 
its second half; вті а Heaven, which had to do with the Emily Dickinson who 
onee won a Pulitzer Prize for Susan Glaspell; Gold Eagle Guy. the Group Theater's 
saga of the Creer ode Ше of a West Coast shipping magnate: valley Focge, m 
which Maxwell Anderson makes drama out of a whitewashed George Washington: 
Mother Lode, another tale of amassed fortune on the Western boundaries; Too 
Many Boats. which had to do with the Philippines and certain public figures 
thereon, and Merrily We Roll Along, whic! Included because of Ita receding back- 
ground, which Ix more Interesting than Its receding plot, 

Then. too, there were the inevitable plays dealing with (пете two strongholds 
of the Dramatists’ Guild, New England, and the decp South. Апа (пеге were the 
folk plays about Negroes. Two offerings nave come in in oech of “Поёт oatcgortes 
so far: Tight Brítehes and Bridal Quilt in the first. Spring Freshct and Green Stick 
In the second, and доп Sweet Chariot and Dance With Your Gods in the third. 

That totals 14 in ali, not а bad record for а season just pafüing its half- 
way mark. The American countryside is present in Broadway pihys. even if Broad- 
way plays aren't present оп the Avicrican countryside.

For two and & 
half acts that zany discussion flourished 
on the Longacre stage, with the actors 
seemingly as amazed about it all as the 
audience. 

The Gilbert of the title had been kid- 
naped and killed. A domineering man. 
he left his wife and child in the keep- 
ing of his domineering alster. The body- 
guard hired to protect the child fell in 
love with the widow, but fell out with 
her when she insisted upon identifying 
one of the murderers. That would, ho 
argued, bring misfortune npom the mur- 
derer's innocent wife and child. On the 
stage of the Longacre that actually was 
his basis of argument. 

Oiiberts widow planned to escape 
from mental thralldom by going awny 
with tho bodyguard, but she saw that 
he. too, insisted upon dominating her. 
When the murderer's wife killed herself 
and her children, tho gentle and halmy 
bodygusrd walked out in disqust. and 
Gilbert's widow found the freedom «he 
sought with the fall of the final curtain.

New York Film Regulation Bill 
Calls for Stricter Censorship 


ALBANY. N. Y. Jan. 5.—8tate Senator 
John McCall, of New York, introduced a 
bil in the Senate here this week that 
would establish stricter censorship and 
cause n great deal of annoyance to both 
exhibitors and distributors. 

The vill would require co-operntion 
between distributors, consors and roli- 
gious bodies to prevent the distribution 
of so-called immoral pictures and would 
tot up a system whereby the exhibitor 
would get full information about the 
picture before obtaining it from thc 
distributor. 

Senator McCall sald: 

“The bi) I introduced provides thet 
the director of the censorship board 
shall adopt rules and regulations to 
maintain а standard of morality and 
decency !n the production of motion 
pictures; to co-operate with civic and 
religious organizations tn the prohibi- 
Чой of the exhibition of pictures that 
offend morality or decency; to prescribe 
forms of contracts between distributors 
and exhibitors; to npprove a synopsis of 
the story contained in cach motion pic- 
ture to be furnished to the exhibitor by 
the distributor; to classify motion pic- 
tures into three classea: (n) sultndlo for 
adults, (b) suitable for the entire fam- 
ily. (0) suitable for Juveniles. 

“The rules and regulations are to pro- 
vide that all advertising matter shall 
contain n statement that the fllm pro- 
posed to be exhibited hns been approved 
by the censors as suitnble for adults, 
family or Juvenile exhibition as the case 
may be. 

"The classification of pictures docs 
not prohibit legally admitted children to 
witness ^ picture auttable for adult ex- 
hibition, but will serve as а guide to 


the public, A copy of the rules and 
reguintiona is to be posted in all the- 
ators,

Independenta wero still 
forced to buy product they couldn't use 
зо that they might play a number of 
chotce films. The end. howover, pointed 
to а loss since the profit run up by the 
hit feautres were not mo great as the 
losses suffered by the flops.

Owner 
George Shafer signed a contract carly in 
the season which called for him to use 
a number of p!etures given him by the 
company. He hns to play thom, whether 
or not they suit hf; type of audience or 
are worth the price asked for. 

Hc has had many an opportunity to 
buy pictures from other companies 
which aro lower in price and would have 
been more favorable for his house, but 
had to lot this opportunity pnis because 
6f the signed contract. Dozens of other 
exbibitora aro faced with the samo con- 
dition. 

It la generally believed that а lot of 
debating will be done before the next 
senson’s contracts are signed.

We have just received the announcement that your 
organization, the Motlon Picture Foundation, is about to 
embark on the sea of motion picture production, the ob- 
ject being to show the picture people how to turn out clean, 
wholesome box-office entertainment. We also find that 
you have set aside $1,000,000 for the making of 40 features 
a year and three shorts a week. 


If you can make this number of box-office pictnres for 
$1,000,000, the entire industry will rise up and thank you 
for showing it the light, since heretofore this amount would 
cover about five ordinary box-office programers of no par- 
ticular merit. 


Perhaps it would not be amiss to point out what yon 
are letting yourself in for in this undertaking. We are 
heartily in sympathy with your motives, bnt we honestly 
feel that you are heaving a million dollars overboard and 
will get little in return except a liberal education in how 
not to make pictures. This in addition to one continuous 
headache that will last until the million is gone. 


First of all, no producer can make a picture of any 
appeal whatever under $50,000, Eventhis will come pretty 
close to being a miracle. There are any number of 
**quickie' producers who will be pleased to permit you 
to finance them and will promise to keep within а, budget, 
but these gentlemen, as a rule, have scant regard for 
budgets once the picture is under way and their cut аз- 
sured. This will be one of the headaches. 


You say you are going to make family features for 
week-end trade ‘‘for which exhibitors have been making 
demands." We feel sure that any distributor will be 
pleased to open his books and show you the fabulous profits 
derived from the strictly family type of entertainment. 
Before you start to make them, run, do not walk, to your 
nearest exhibitor and ask him if he will book your family 
series. If he is honest he will frankly say no, for history 
has shown him that pictures of this type flop miserably. 
We are saying this in good faith for we have the greatest 
respect in the world for a million dollars. Headache No. 2. 


Granting that you can make your series of family, 
historical, goodwill and mnsical pictures, how are yon go- 
ing to sell them? As you know, pictures are not sold by 
house-to-house canvass. They are sold thru exchanges, 
Exchanges, as you probably know, are operated by men 
who, having been stnck a great many times, are just a little 
wary of cheap, family-type features and may turn a deaf 
ear. Then what? Old headache No, 3. 


You may then claim that there is a conspiracy against 
clean, wholesome pictures, but this is not the case. Any- 
one who makes a picture of box-office worth can have it 
distributed, but it must be of ontstanding value and the 
family, historical type are not in demand. You may go to 
conrt, but you can’t force anyone to sell something he 
doesn’t want to sell and all the cries of conspiracy will be 
wasted. Headache No. 4. 


You may begin to feel that we don’t believe you can 
make a series of box-office pictures on your budget of а 
million! You are quite correct. We do not feel yon will 
be governed by our little friendly letter, but you may take 
this page six months hence; wet it and lay it across your 
fevered brow. It may bring some relief from headache 
No. 5.

From the late Brother Webster's learned compendium wo gather 
that stalling is "the art of keeping a given situation going some 
trick or artifice until rellef or change can be effected: a play for 
timc" Now it would be farthest from our mind to come right out 
and accuse any particular promotcr of indulging in the engaging art 
of stalling. No, sir: not for ә minute. And it might not be proper 
on our part to even whisper into anyone's ear thaf to date we have 
received only a mesager three or four assurances of presence and 
co-operation at the scheduted Chicago meeting January 28. So wc 
won't go Into that either. But the fect remains that the success 
or failure of the movement for organization will be determined 
within the next three or four days. 

We must have a group at the mecting that will be truly 
representative of the entire industry. We must have men from the 
West, Middle West, South and East. To attempt a meeting without 
such representation would be silly and a waste of time and money. 
We recognize the fact thot there aro a number of factions within 
the fieid and that there is active friction and even ill feeling 
between these factions. And that most of you are undoubtedly 
hanging back, waiting to see what the “other fellow” is going to do 
about attending the mecting. But the real point of the whole 
business is that you are at! working toward a common end in a ficid 
common to all. And that the proposed convention is not for the 
Purpose of forcing something on you that you do not want, but, 
rather, is an opportunity for a meeting of the minds to the end that 
some degree of unity may be brought about for the betterment of 
the field as a whole and for the individual benefit of everyone 
in the field. 

Some promoters may bc hesitant about attending because of 
an impression that they will be asked to contribute some out- 
rageous amount to the support of the organization, if and when 
formed. just so much bunk! Whatever it is decided may be 
necded for the operation of an association will, you may bc sure, be 
proportioned in some equitable way that will tax you no more than a 
small percentage on each ticket sold at your window. 

Others may fear that thru an association they will lose their 
Independence, that the association would interfere with their in 
viduality. If that is true then it Is up to each to attend and raise his 
volco against any such attempt. Actually the proposed association 
is only for the purpose of setting up a few rules of good conduct, 
which we all know are downright necessary to the continuance of the 
business, and for financial unity in building a ''front to go to 
the mot in important key legal situations,

But I believe that the old rule 
of "11 I know you only” should or could 
be modified to mean "if you merit it.” 
Of course, some way should be worked 
out whereby the sender of tickets is al- 
‘ways protected from loss. But І am sure 
the telegraph companies езп bo relied on. 
for that un every instance, 

I Would, howcver, like to вес the sub- 
ject. with its pros and cons, brought up 
in The Forum to enlighton me and 
others in the profession on this matter. 
It is quite important to acts that at 
times need transportation when, duc to 
circumstances, they cannot make neces- 
sary Jumps becauso of lack of tickots. 
Perhaps some managers бап offer a solu- 
tion to this very perplexing problem. I 
believe it is а worth-whilo matter to 
bring up. Whether my plan is really 
good and sufficiontiy protcetive to man- 
agers I leave to experienced showmen to 
decide, as I offer it merely as à sug- 
gestton with the hope of ironing out the 
ticket situation 1f it ts possible to do so.

arrive at that spot sent to a very small 
town n few miles away where the show 
ів nctually started. And them there is 
the promoter who cannot gct contestants 
by advertising under his own name. This 
should bo discouraged in the endurance 


а, 

Another promoter who should be 
squelchod is the gentleman who starts a 
ahow with & peanut bankroll. Some pro- 
motera have started shows with no bank- 
roll at all—and the usua! windup helng 
that they owe overyone, can't pay prize 
money, can’t pay the emsces nnd staf 
men, can't pay for the food contestants 
have eaten, апа end up by alipping out 
of town owing cveryone. leaving con- 
testanta stranded and making it generally 
tough for tho honest promoter to follow 
him. Promoters who havo records such 
as this should not even be allowed to 
Guvertise for contestants. let alone start 
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а show. They aro à detriment to the 
game. . 

Certain money-mad promoters would 
also do well to revise their tactics. Wo 
all know the names of thosc who bave 
violated tho rules, An organization for 
real uplift of the business would either 
keep these would-be promoters out for- 
ever or cause them to fall im Hine and 
conform with the type of honest, reliable 
promoter who ts essentia] to the well- 
being and future of the business. Hcre's 
hoping tbe real men in the ficid get to- 
gether and organize for the betterment 
of everyone concerned.

Today they drive into town one at a 
time at all hours, some just in time to 
get made up for the first act. some with 
hardly time enough to put on & decent 
makeup and some that don't even know 
how to put on a decent makeup. No onc 
in town had seen them before they went 
оп and no onc sees thém after tbey'ro 
off. Тъсу Jump in their cars and аге 
gone to some other town to cat and 
sleep. coming back just in time to go on 
again, and the managers sit around won- 
dering why business is bad.

CANTON. O.. Jan. 8—City Solicitor 
W. Bernard Rodgers, making 
promise of several months ago, bas 
recommended to city council to amend 
the ordinance fixing licenses for circuses 
passed 18 yenrs ago. whieh will reduce 
by one-half the dally charge for circuses 
exhibiting within tho corporate limits 
of Canton. 

Rodgers tnformed a representative of 
The Billboard this week that the new 
ordinance has heen prepared and will 
be submitted to council within the noxt 
week or 10 days. Revamped icgislation 
fixes the license for motorized shows at 
a maximum of 625 n day instead of $50, 
which the motorized shows havo been 
paying for several ycars. Dally charge 
of different sized shows will be bascd on 
the soa! capacity of the big top. 
However, under tho proposed new ordi- 
nance any of the present-day motorized 
shows come under the @23-a-day pro- 
vision. 

Rodgers also declared that the ached- 
ше of license charges for railroad shows 
also would bo parca, witb reductions 
comparing with the cut made in motore 
ized chow Itecnscs, Railroad shows for 
many years have beon paying 6100 a day 
for a "reader" under the existing ordi- 
Rodgers believes the new charge 
will bc $50. 

"After discussing with eoveral circus 
exccutives Inst summer the license 
charges in many oitics thruout tho 
country, I concluded that the ltcense 
here was too much.” be said. “А rc- 
duced license charge likely will encour- 
agc more shows to play Canton in tho 
future," ho added.

More Oldtimers

In reading the article on Forty Years 
of Roller Skating by E. M. Mooar In tho 
40th Anniversary Number of The BU- 
board I was reminded of some other 
high-class rinks, condueted with system 
und up-to-date methods and by widely 
known manngers.

Another successful manager and oper- 
ator was Hilbert English. Buffalo. At 
one time he owned and operated 10 
high-class Tinks about the country when 
rotler skating woa ot its best. Hie in- 
come was enormous and he was reported 
very wealthy at one time. He did things 
on n large scale, spending great sums to 
make his rinka attractive. Such їпдсу 
akaters as Jessie Darling, Nolile McNíece, 
Katie May Bradley. Barry Brothers, 
Gonno and Patterson and others of great 
repown appeared in Mr. English’s rinks, 

‘Then we will recall E. M. Barnos. who 
operated rinka in London. Eng. and in 
America. Не had personality and knew 
the rink business thoroly. Another out- 
standing figure in the 10th Century wan 
Н. F. Crawford, an Ameri promoter 
and owner of rinks. who made $1,000.000 
bullding and operating the [finest rinks 
їй England and over here. 

Then there were Buck Plain, Chicago, 
and the late Joe Munch, Milwaukee, 
considered among the 10 best American 
Tink managers The late Harmon, 
Charles MeCormnek and Fred Nall were 
outstanding managers and achisved 
great success.

would not be exempt trom the pro- 
visions of the exhibition code. 

According to your oharter of incor- 
poration approved by James K. Varda- 
man, September 2, 1904. and recorded by 
Joseph W. Power, secretary of state, Jan- 
uary 9. 1905. Scction 4. of thc aforesaid 
charter states: 

"That sald corporation is hercby au- 
thorized and empowered to organize. op- 
erate und conduct a fair. carnival, etc.. 
in the conduct of which !t may demand 
and collect privileges and fees and 
Charge admission in nud to the grounds, 
and may carry on any and all other 
business that may be conducted for 
Profit or for profit and amusement 
within the grounds, etc.” 

Bection 10 provides for a capital stock 
of $10.000 divided into 200 shares of 
850 ouch, etc. which places the core 
poration on a basia of a profit stock 
company. 

Approval із given by James К. Varda- 
man, governor, December 25, 1907, and 
recorded by Joseph W, Powcr, secretary 
Of state, December 31. 1907, permitting: 
“amendment to the charter of incor- 
poration of the Mississippi Cotton and 
Corn Carnival Association, changing tho 
name to tne Mississippi Industrial Ex- 
position Company.” 

Approval is given by E Р. Noel, 
governor. December 10, 1910, and ro- 
corded by Joseph W. Power, secretary of 
state, December 30, 1910. permitting: 
"to navo the charter of the corporation 
amended so as to change the name from 
Mississippi Industrial Exposition Com- 
pany’ to "Mies!ssippi State Pair and to 
Change the authorized capital stock 
from ten thowsand dollars ($10.000) tp 
thirty thousand dollars ($30.000)." 

Your letter of November 30 states that 
the Mississippi State Fair was purchased 
by the elity of Jackson in 1016, but, that 
you ‘operate under the old charter,” 

It appears that when the assests of 
the Mississippi State Fair were pure 
chased by the city of Jackson in 1915 
there wns no change im the corporate 
status of the Mississippi State Fair 

The fact that the Mississippi State 
Pair is owned by the city Jackson 
comes within the purview of Article 24, 
Regulation 43, relating to the taxes on 
admissions, under the Revenue Act of 
1020. as amended by the Revenuc Acts 
of 1928 ond 1932 which state: 

“The fact that tho authority charging 
admissions or receiving tho procecds 
thereof is the United States or on agency 
thereof, or a State or territory or pollti- 
cal subdivision thereof, such a5 a coun- 
ty, city, town or other municipality, 
does not make suoh admission: exempt. 
The aet specificnily provides that the 
taxes Оп admission shall be paid by the 
person paying for the admicston, 16 is 
not. therefore, a tox on the person or 
authority selling the admissions ог ree 
celvtng the proceeds thereof.” 

From the foregoing it will be realized: 

1. No reimbursement can be made to 
tho Miesissippi Statc Fair for admission 
taxes ailogediy illegally collected by the 
government because It wns а tax “paid 
by the person PERE. for the admission” 
m not a tax on thc Mississippi Statc 


2. In order to bo exempt from the 
provisions of the admissions tax your 
oharter must clearly and unmistakably 
give proof that no profit inures to the 
benefit of any stockholder. The fact 
that you arc carrying on ап educa- 
tional enterprise is not sufficient, The 
fact that you have not paid n dividend 
or other profit sharing will not suffice. 
In order to claim exemption you must 
invalidate your present charter, and If 
you desire to remain ns an tnatrue 
mentality of thc eity government, the 
eity government must give legal notice 
or action thru its proper municipa! aut- 
thority that you arc organized as an 
agricultural fair. that no profit shall 
inure to any person or stockholder. and 
atating the educational or charitable 
purposes of the institution. 

3. The fact that you have a "frco 
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gate" but have other pay features stili 
brings you under the purview of Artigio 
24 of Regulation 43, previously quoted. 


The question may be raised that your 
present condition is merely a technical- 
ity. This may be во. On the other hand 
the United States government muat pro- 
tect its intcrests not only in the spirit 
of its laws but {п their legal construc- 
tion. For the government not to do so 
would make it possible for organizations 
to Circumvent the intent of revenue 
laws, with a resultant decrease of 
revenucs, imposing udditional hardships 
on the pcopie as a whole. 


I regret the necemity of giving you 
this adverse opinion in your present 
difficulty, but from my knowledge and 
study of government rulings I know 
that Under your present form of tncore 
poration no relief can be secured from 
thc United States Government. 

May I suggest that you take imme- 
diate steps with the legal department of 
the city of Jackson to have your present 
charter of incorporation invalidated and 
further have the Mississippi Btatc Fair 
made legally an instrumentality of tha 
city government.

Sees Two Extremes 

"Tho park owner has a large, perma- 
nent investment and his primary interest. 
is in the success of the enterprise as a 
whole. Ordinary busincas sense dictates 
that his park should contatn a weil. 
balanced smoothiy working organization 
with the least poasible conflict botween 
the units. The concessioner, on the other 
hand, occupies tbe position of a tenant 
for an indefinite period, usually with & 
comparatively smal! investment and 
Primarily interested In the productivity 
of a single typo of business. 

“We can imagino two extremes in park 
organization, one in which the park 
operates everything nnd the other in 
which all the productivo units are oper- 
nted by concessioners. In the first case 
the park owner has entire contro! of tho 
business methods and operating policies. 
He hae n larger investment, but be ob- 
tains the entire revenue. In the other 
case tho business operations are con- 
ducted by many tndtviduals in many 
ways; a unification of poloy !s difficult, 
if not impossible, and the profits aro 
divided. 

"At Playland we have some fine con- 
ссла!{опегв, but neverthelcss thoro are ос- 
casions when differences of opinion and 
confiictions of interest occur and we are 
obliged to compromise our Idcas in the 
interest of general harmony. 

“The successful operation of any bust- 
ness enterpriso depends upon two 
Primary requirementa: 

"1. The amount of capital needed for 
the fixed investment. 

“2. The ability to properly conduct the 
operation. 


Parks Best Equipped 

“The question of whether tho refresh- 
ment facilities or any other features of 
park operation should be conducted by 
the park or by concessionors dopends 
mainly upon Who poesesses thc hettor 
financial or mental equipment. We have 
concessioners hecause we Inck clther the 
capital or the Lire knowledge required 
to conduct the business. In my opinion. 
if the park owner possesses the required 
capital and has or can bire tbe neces- 
mary talent the answer to our Question 
18 obvious—the park should conduct the 
operation. 

"Bo much for general theory. I have 
heen nsked to talk on refreshmenta nnd 
while I cannot tel! you what to do, I can 
tel] you what ha» been done at Ріау- 
land. We operate all of tho refresh- 
ment stands, hut we do not operate the 
restaurants. Our refreshment depart- 
ment comprises а central commissary,

pop-corn cakes and salt-water taffy aro 
made and sold. 

“There is probably no element of our 
business which 15 more important to the 
success nnd general welfare of the in- 
stitution than that which has to do with 
satisfying the hunger nnd thirst of our 
patrons. Toere іа nothing which makes 
а greater or more lasting impression than 
good food, well served. and nothing 
which is barder to laugh off than 2 
moldy roll or а green frankfurter. 


Sound Policy Needed 


“No part of our business deserves more 
eareful attention by the operator who 
wants the public to stay with him and 
come again and no part in whieh в found 
policy ів more cssential. After this policy 
is established the refreshment operation 
becomes largely a matter of ordinary 
merchandising. 

“After several years of concession oper- 
ation at Playland Prank Darling believed 
1t would be to the general interest of the 
park to take over tho management of 
the refreshment stands. At that time it 
was decided, and most wisely. to handle 
nothing but the highest quality of food 
produ that could be obtaincd, The 
cost of these products was a matter of 
secondary importance and we have never 





handled anything merely because 16 wus 
ehcup. Despite any extra quality value. 
our prices to the public are the same as 
thoso generally prevaliing in our vicinity 
for equat or Inferior articles. 

"E will not bore you with the dotaits 
of tho preliminary tests and Invest.ga- 
tions wbich have been mado to determina 
quality, but will give a few Jllustrations 
of our efforts to establish and maintain 
а high-grade business. 


Emphasis on Quality 


“Periodically, thruout the oporuting 
season, the representatives ої а laboratory 
inspect the stands, as well us. Inel- 
dentally, all other food operations; take 
samples of food for test and give mo ^ 
report of tho findings. If anything із not 
up to standurd, corrective measures nro 
applica immediately. Last season before 
we made arrangementa for bottled soda 
Т sent the products of olght manufactur- 
ers to this laboratory and our source of 
supply was determined by this test, We 
usc nothing but tbe highcst grade of 
creamery butter for all cooking and in 
making buttered pop corn, We из 
frankfurters tbat are hickory smoked 
(not pickled) in the size of eight to the 
pound and sorvo thom on toasted rolls. 

mburger sandwiches arc clear, lean 
beef served on toast. The meat is the 
same size as tbe toast. We sell the high- 
est grade of certified milk in bottles ang 
our ice cream must test at least 14 per 
cent butter fat and во on, 

“Quality {в paramount. We have be- 
Hoved that good food and service woutd 
make this business a success and per- 
haps we have gone to oxtremes. However, 
I doubt that many concessloners, whose 
Interest. after all. 15 Mmitcd to a ainglo 
phase of the park operation, would have 
bad equal faith in tho fundamental 
soundnesa of thia policy. 


Not Only for Profit 


“During this mecting I have oxpreaacd 
the opinion that amusement parke will 
continue to compete for n abaro of the 
amusement dollar as long gs they reader 
n real service to the public. I do not 
believe that success сар bo achieved by 
concentrating on immediate profits alonc, 
but that we should endcavor to maintain 
a favorable position in the public mind 
and obtain a financial return com- 
mensurate witb tbe service rendered. 

"As applicd to refrcshmente this then 
raises two quostlons; 

"First: Is our rofreshmont operation 
thoroly satisfactory to our patrons and 
an aract to our parks? 

“Second: Aro we obtaining an adequate 
return from this husiness? 

"As for us Piayland ів concerned, in 
answer to the first question, I can say 
that tbo reaction of our patrons haa been 
most favorable, We receive innumerable 
compliments and practically no com- 
plainte. The people attending outings 
use a large amount of food, and while 
this ia not conclusive, our plenio attend- 
ance has steadily increased, Indicating 
that tho refreshment department hi 
been no drawback, 


Playland Better Off 


“To answer tbo second question; After 
giving our people the best food we could 
find during the two seasons of our oper- 
atton we have mnde 30 per eent after 
deducting tbe direct costs nnd deprecia- 
tion. Considering the difficulties of о: 
ganizing 2 now department, tho provall- 
ing conditions and our policy, we look 
upon this as a creditable result, nitho 
it is. of coursc, not tbe maximum 
attainable, In company with some other 
Parke we are today operating below 
Capacity and due to the physical ar- 
rangement this results In considerable 
incfücienoy. However, I haven't веси any 
concessioner who would pay uf 30 pir 
cent regardless of operating poli; and 
I estimate that we аго nt letut $70,000 
better off hy taking over the operation 
of this department. 

“As I said at the outect. conditions 
vary greatiy, and there 18 no single plan 
of organization whicb will fit all parks. 
Ask yourselves the two questions just 
mentioned. If the answer to eithor of 
them 1$ ‘no,’ I advise you who are now 
operating thru concesalonere to carefully 
consider the advantages of park opera- 
tion and its effect on both policy and 
earnings, To you all, regardless of pres- 
ent organization, I heartily recommend 
вз а sound business principie the highest 
quality food service.”

of and destroy appellee's property. We 
are not disposed to approve this ruling. 
An ordinance authorising the summary 
destruction of one's property by а 
municipality stands as a constant threat. 
Tho the identity of the municipality 
docs Bot change, its officers are not nl- 
ways the варс. Clearly appelice should 
not be required to bring another action 
which might not be in time to provent 
tho dostruction of its property."

There were some setbacks during the past year, but in 
each сазе a brave fight was put up by those willing to unite in 
а common cause. In each case, it might be said that thc results 
would have been different had every fellow observed the rules 
and carried his part of the load. Mark down 1934 in coin-ma- 
chine history as a great year in which co-operation accomplished 
some real resuits, a year in which so much good was accom- 
plished that we wonder why anybody in the trade would still 
be a slacker. 


While the trade is able to enter 1935 with a brighter out- 
look because of the co-operative work of 1934, the serious fact 
should be faced that there are some members of the trade who 
have been sharing in all the benefits of co-operation, but who 
have not contributed their share of the cost. 


Those who have supported organized movements in de- 
fense of trade rights have carried the dead weight of those non- 
co-operating souls thru an entire year. It is no wonder that 
trade members who have given of their time and money for 
the common good of the trade sometimes get disgusted and 
talk of giving up the fight. 


Alibis usually given for not supporting co-operative move- 
ments include such excuses as these: "Somc official gets all the 
money"; "the organization is nothing but a racket," ctc., etc. 
There may be some truth in such alibis. All organized move- 
ments have certain weaknegses. But the coin-machine industry 
is engaged in an aggressive movement to establish its legal 
rights, and the usual flimsy alibis for playing the slacker should 
be forgotten. 


Organized work cannot be maintained in any field with- 
out paying some executive to kcep the details straight. There 
are domineering elments in all groups, and many other ob]ec- 
tions could be mentioned. All co-operative movements cost 
money and plenty of it. 


But it should be kept in mind that the most expensive thing 
about any business is the necessity of carrying the dead weight 
of those who refuse to co-operate. They are the hitch in all 
Progressive movernénts, the violators of all rules, the cause of 
adverse public reactions. If everybody played the game ac- 
cording to the rules, and carried their proportionate share of 
the expense, general trade activities could be maintained at a 
minimum cost to each individual. 


Admitting all the flaws that may be found in co-operative 
movements, the record of 1934 gives remarkable credit to those 
members of the industry who have been willing to give time 
and money for the advancement of co-operation within the 
trade and the creation of a better public understanding in gen- 
eral. Let's give them a hand in the hope that they continue the 
good work another year and that they may have the reasonable 
support of those who have faltered heretofore.

Tex. and 
other countics or political subdivisious 
within the jurisdiction of tho United 
States District Court for tho Eastern 
District of Texas, Ci ed named or not 
set out by name їр plaintiff's bill of 
complaint аз such law-enforcement or 
peace officers, their successors іп ofco, 
their officers, agents, deputies and em- 
Ployees, be and thoy aro hereby forever 
and perpetually restrained and onjolned 
from seizing or confiscating the anmum- 
mont devices as described in plaintiff's 
bill of complaint, and from seizing or 
confiscating snid amusement devices be- 
longing to plaintiff and all other persons 
similariy situated and owning such 
amufement devices and doviccs of simi- 
lar character, and from seizing or con- 
fiscating said amusement dovices with- 
out due process of law in the event said 
devices bo uscd as gaming devices." 
‘With this decision and several others, 
Texas is compiling a nice quota of 
favorable decisions on pinball games.

Newspapers Agree 


On Inconsistency 


One of the most telltale facts about 
certain newspapers that launch tirades 
against petty gambling, and sometimes 
iry to link modern skill games with the 
potty gambling, is that these newspapers 
usunily feature racing news. Some of 
them. in their sports editions, feature 
the races with nmounta paid. 

It certainly 15 a marked inconsistency 
to agitate a drive against Guch things as 
slot machines, sometimes including pin- 
bal! games, nnd at the same time featuro 
racing nowa and tho amounts paid. Yot 
there are come vcry influential news- 
papers getting away with this incon- 
sistency. and they probably have an 
allbi for it. 

‘The real reason, however, is that rac- 
ing news, regardless of how much it 
encourages gambling, boosts cireulations, 
while slot machines contributo nothing 
to newspnper circulation excopt n sensa- 
tional exposo story at intervals. 

Editor and Publisher, leading tradc 
paper in tbe newspaper publishing fled, 
recently published two news itema in- 
dicating nowspaper conscience on gam- 
bling: 

"Following weeks of agitation by The 
Washington Star, Post and Herald 
&gainst the so-called numbers racket in 
the national capital, during which all 
papers except The News agreed to stop 
adding racing results totals used by the 
gambling operstors The News has An- 
mounced it will go along with the rest 
M they stop printing tho race results 
entirely.” 

This le a clear-cut case of some big 
newspapers becoming consclence-strick- 
en about their attncks on petty gam- 
bling when they wcre cncoursging big- 
time stuff by publishing racing resulte 
every day. The colm-machine Industry 
has no fight against racing or betting 
on the races, but it does hnvo tho right 
to ask for consistency on the part of the 
newrpapers. 

Another news itom in The Editor and 
Publisher says that "the arrest of 17 
men on gambling charges November 24 
followed a two-column story һрреагіпв 
in The Oklahoma City Datly Oklahoman 
November 17 headed “Betting Found 
Wide Open as Bookmakers Reap Harvest 
on rootbali." 

‘The significant thing back of this 
story In thc Oklahoma City nowspaper 
1€ that in its drive against gambling on 
football it did not advocate stopping 
fcotball games altogether. If the paper 
had made в discovery of petty betting 
on pinbal! games, wo wonder 1f 1t would 
not have urged tho confiscation of the 
games.

Harry Rankow, sales 
manager of the Star Machino Manufac- 
turers firm, sid that a now model of 
Electro-Hoist would soon be ready for 
Mr. Plissner to show to his Texas Qus- 
tomers.
